Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
did not teach or suggest a wiring arrangement for a liquid crystal display, having a first 
wire, second wire, and a first redundancy wire, wherein second wire transmits a voltage 
smaller than the first wire and an end portion of the first redundancy wire is formed 
between an end portion of the first wire and an end portion of the second wire. 
Matsunaga et al. (U.S. 6,388,719) in contrast discloses that in figure 4, the same 
voltage is applied to drain line 3 and common line 53 from terminal 80B. See column 8, 
lines 39-48.
